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Ross to be SGA president

UTM students elected Kevin 
Ross as their SGA president in 
a 865 to 540 vote over Amy 
Pearson in the Tuesday's 
election. 

Wednesday morning Ross 
said that it was not easy to 
adjust to the new positon over 
night. 

“It really hasn’t hit yet.” the 
new president explained. 

At Monday night’s Speak- 
Out, Ross promised better 
entertainment and suggested a 
satelite system to help end the 
cable company’s monopoly. 

“Reggie and I plan to get 
together next Monday. He’s 
giving me some time to let the 
results sink in," he said. 

John Bell won the vice 
presidential race with 764 
votes. He was followed by 
Keith Carlton who received 
515 and Danny Cook who 
recieved 122. 

Bell said that he looks 
forward to working with Ross 
and that he hopes to use his 
SGA experience to help the 
new cabinet next year. 

“I plan to work for a concert, 
if possible, since we do have the 
money now, but I don’t want to 
make any promises,” he added. 


In the race for secretary of 
communications. LeAnne 
Moore won 746 votes, 
defeating Ben Blair who 
received 640. 

Moore expressed her 
appreciation to everyone for a 
good voter turnout. 

“I’m looking forward to 
taking over my responsibili¬ 
ties, and I will try to fulfill the 
duties to the best of my 
ability,” she said. 

Since none of the candidates 
for secretary of finance 
recieved a majority, a run-off 
between the two with the 
highest number of votes, Jim 
Davis and Don Fronabarger, 
will be held today to decide the 
winner. See side bar. 

Tammy Johns, the unop¬ 
posed candidate for secretary 
of affairs, received 1,275 votes 
of support. 

Jackie Money, who was also 
unopposed in the race for 
secretaary of minority affairs, 
received 322 confidence votes 
from minority students. 

The Student Activities Fee 
proposal which was also on the 
ballot passed with a strong 970 
to 391 victory. 

“I was surprised that the yes- 
no margin was so big,” Reggie 


Williams, the current SGA 
president said. 

Williams said that he was 
not surprised by the overall 
voter turn-out of 1,418 which 


was strong, but did not break 
any records. 

“I had predicted 1,500,” he 
added. 


Williams said that the 
number of commuters that 
voted, 290, was unusually high. 

He also said that there were 
no absentee ballots cast and no

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ROTC building has rooftop seats 


Last Thursday the State 
Building Commission in 
Nashville gave officials at 
UTM the go-ahead to construct 
a new ROTC facility on 
campus. 

The project will pave the 
way for the University to raze 
a pre-fab structure built in the 
1940s and considered by the 
Tennessee High Education 
Commission Facilities 
Evaluation Committee to be 
unworthy of further use. 

The new ROTC building will 
be funded with a portion of the 


$1.2 million special capital 
outlay appropriation awarded 
to UTM during the 1984 
session of the Tennessee 
General Assembly. The 
remaineder of the special one¬ 
time funds will be used to 
landscape an area of the 
campus in the vicinity of the 
recently completed Ag 
Pavillion. These appropria¬ 
tions are restricted to building 
projects. 

Chancellor Charles E. Smith 
said the projects will enable 
the university to address 


Clement Hall 
to close in fall

The Housing Office plans to 
close ‘Clement Hall next fall, 
barring any unforeseen 
change in enrollement, 
according to Earl Wright, 
director of housing. 

Wright explained that the 
number of residence halls kept 
in operation is based on need. 

Since the Nihon students 
will not be returning next 


year, the need for a fifth 
residence hall no longer exists, 
he added. 

“We plan to operate as 
efficiently as possible and if 
closing helps we will do that,” 
Wright said, explaining that 
the University was faced with 
the option of operating the hall 
inefficiently or closing it. 

He added that definite plans 
have not been made for the use 
of the building next year. 


effectively the two remaining 
physical eyesores on the 
campus, which has long been 
viewed as one of the most 
attractive college campuses in 
the South. 

“The existing ROTC 
building is a structure built to 
meet a temporary need,” 
Smith said, “and twice in 
recent years the THEC 
Facilities Evaluation Commit¬ 
tee has recommended that the 
building be removed.” 

The new ROTC building will 
be built southeast of the Ag 
Pavillion on a site bordered by 
Grantham Field on the west 
and Moody Avenue on the east. 
It will contain three 
classrooms, office space for 
ROTC faculty and staff, and an 
eight-point rifle range. 

Preliminary design work by 
university architect Clayton 
Dekle calls for the 12,000 
square-foot structure to have a 
slanted roof which could 
support seats for use during 
football games. University 
officials stressed, however, 
that the design simply gave the 
institution the option of adding 
seats and that funding would 
have to come from private 
sources. 

“Thanks to the creative 
effort of Clayton Dekle, the 


design of the ROTC building is 
cost efficient,” Smith said. 
“And of special note is the fact 
that the use of the slanted roof 
will not inflate the cost of 
construction. In fact, Mr. 
Dekle has has assured Vice 
President Johnson and me that 
construction costs for 
comparable square footage 
with a conventional roof on any 
other site on campus would 
cost essentially the same 
number of dollars.” 

The chancellor added that no 
state tax dollars or student fees 
would be used to buy seats. 

“The existing ROTC 
structure in the center of the 
campus and the area 
surrounding our football 
stadium represent two 
significant inferior compon¬ 
ents of UTM’s physical plant,” 
said Ed Neil White, special 
assistant to the chancellor for 
Facilities Planning. 

Smith said the University 
will begin immediately a 
campaign to raise the private 
funds necessary to convert the 


ROTC building’s roof into 
seating area for intercollegiate 
football games. It is estimated 
that approximately $300,000 
in private funds will be 
needed. 

“Alumni, particularly those 
interested in intercollegiate 
athletics and/or the general 
physical attractiveness of the 
campus, have often complain¬ 
ed about the shabby appear¬ 
ance of the area surrounding 
the football stadium,” Smith 
said. 

“Now the state of Tennessee 
has given us a foundation upon 
which we may build. It is a 
tremendous opportunity for 
the peopleofWest Tennessee to 
join hands with the University 
to complete the task of 
developing the most attractive 
college campus in the South.” 

Smith said special credit for 
the project should go to House 
Speaker Ned Ray McWherter, 
UT President Edward J. 
Boling, UT Executive Vice 
President Joe Johnson, Dekle 
and White.

Run-off

The outcome of the secretary 
of finance election will be 
determined today in a run-off 
election between Jim Davis 
and Don Fronabarger. 

In Tuesday’s election, Davis 
received 656 votes, Frona¬ 
barger received 503 and 
Robert Gyalog received 206. 

“I thought there would be a 
run-off, and I’m just glad I’m 
in it,” Davis said. 

He said that everyone knows 
his qualifications from the 
earlier campaign and he wants 
to encourage students to come 
out an vote in the run-off, 
because “it’s not over yet.” 

“You never can tell what will 
happen, I just hope everyone 
gets back out and votes,” Davis 
added. 

Fronabarger said that he 
feels that he is the most 
qualified because of his past 
experience in Congress and his 
familiarity with the proposed 
Student Activities Fee 
increase. 

“I have attended the NACA 
convention and I feel I can do a 
better job with the allocation of 
money,” he explained. 

At Monday’s Speak-Out, 
Fronabarger said, if elected, 
he plans to publish a financial 
statement each quarter in 
compliance with SGA’s 
constitution. 

Fronabarger also urged 
people to get out and vote in the 
run-off today. 

Current SGA President 
Reggie Williams expressed a 
concern about low voter turn¬ 
out for the run-off election, 
recalling last year’s example. 


Student resists arrest

Billie Ray Fann, 22, of 
McKenzie was arrested by 
Safety and Security last 
Wednesday, April 10, on 
charges of disorderly conduct 
and resisting arrest. 

According to Steve Jahr, 
assistant director of Safety and 
Security, the arrest came after

“The witnesses described the

Sgt. Wanda Hall and Officer 
Ray Coleman then questioned 
Fann in his dorm room, 
Atrium 1C-3L at approximate¬ 
ly 1:15 A.M. According to the

The Office of Facilities 
Planning and Safety began an 
asbestos sampling procedure 
in all the buildings on campus 
this week, according to Ed 
Neil White, vice chancellor of 
facilities Planning and Safety. 

This testing is being done in 
cooperation with procedures 
outlined by the UT System for 
safe methods of asbestos 
sampling. 

He explained that trained 
individuals will survey all 
buildings and take samples in 


the areas where there is a 
possibility of the existence of 
asbestos. 

He added that the work will 
be done at a time that will not 
conflict with classes. 

The workers, who are 
required to pass a physical 
exam and be non-smokers, will 
be wearing masks and 
breathing canisters and will be 
be completing forms and 
taking photographs of the 
areas they sample, White said.

“They did 
help people to see just exactly 
what kind of problem the state 
had. though.” 


“How in heaven's name can we 
continue to allow stories such as 
these to occur and call ourselves a 
loving, caring society and still 
sleep at night?” he asked. 


Rhea compiled a report titled 
“Death by Drowning” and sent it 
to the office of Gov. Frank White. 
The report included statistics, 


After almost two years of public 
pressure, the state finally began to 
listen and take some action. In 
1977 the Underwater Recovery 
Team was formed and today is a 
well trained group that makes it 
much easier for families of 
drowning victims to recover the 
body of their loved ones.

examples of situations where an 
individual had lost his life and no 
method of body recovery was 
available, and Rhea’s feelings 
concerning what he felt were 
deplorable conditions. 

The governor’s office sent Rhea 
a letter stating that they were 
considering him for an 
“Outstanding Service Award.” 

Rhea said that made him mad. 


Rhea said that the state never 
acknowledged that he had 
anything to do with the team’s 
formation. However, he did get 
the satisfaction of knowing that he 
could make a difference in the 
world. 


“I wasn’t in this for ‘attaboys,’" 
he said, “1 had been recovering 
drowning victims at my own risk 
and expense and I felt that if 
Arkansas was going to encourage 
people to ‘Vacation Arkansas’ the 
state ought to be prepared if a 
drowning did occur to at least 
recover the body.” 
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Rhea plans to graduate with a 
bachelor of science degree in 
criminal justice this June and 
enter law school at Memphis State 
in the fall.

Hack the last two minutes off 
Wea Craven's A Nightmare on 
Elm Street and you'd have a 
dandy little horror movie with 
enough twists, turns and suspense 
to keep you on the edge of your seat 
for the last 45 minutes of the film. 

Unfortunately, the last two 
minutes completely ruin all that, 
leaving you instead with a 
muddled, incoherent mess. 

I know what you're thinking- 
"Must be a helluva two minutes!”- 
but it's really a shame that Craven 
didn’t know when to leave well 
enough alone. It's rare enough 
these days to find a really good, 
euapenseful and scary horror 
movie, and even rarer to find a 
good movie directed by Wes 
Craven (maker of such goodies as 
The Hills Have Eyes and 
Phantasm). What could have 
filled both bills instead just leaves 
a Mg. bloody pile of celluloid. 

The concept is stolen (as are the 
vast majority of Craven’s stuff) 
from another film, last year’s 
Dream scape That film dealt 
with a killer who could enter the 
dreams of other people, 
Murdering them in their sleep. 
Craven takes this and turns it into 
a dandy horror concept-four 
teenagers have the same dream, 
aboutakillerstalking them,and it 
turn* out the killer can kill them in 
their dreams if they don't wake up 
ib time. 

v There are some really good plot 
twists to explain all this, not to 
mention some great suspense as 
the central character (played by a 
Brooke Shields clone) tries to 
eenvince her father, the police 
chief, of the truth. Finally, she 
floes Into her dream in an attempt 


to defeat the killer once and for all. 
instigating a series of great scenes 
involving the difference between 
the dream world and reality. 

What is a dream, and what isn't, 
form the basis of the film’s 
peculiar ambiance. This mood is 
helped by some nice photography, 
good locations and a competent 
cast that really seem to be taking 
all this seriously. Craven also 
holds back on the blood, which is 
unusual for him. The murders are 
all well-staged for horrific effect, 
but suspense plays as much a part 
in their effectiveness as stomach- 
churning. 

As a director, Craven has 
matured to the point where he’s 
not even afraid to try a little 
subtlety. The dialogue among the 
members of the dwindling group 
of friends rings true, and if it was 
the result of improvisation then 
Craven gets another credit for 
knowing when his script needs 
help. Craven has gotten away 
from his Tobe Hooper-meets- 
Roger Corman blend of gore and 
garish effects, and shows a sure 
touch that’s a welcome sign with 
any director. There’s no doubt that 
A Nightmare on Elm Street 
turned out exactly like he wanted. 

But those damn last two 
minutes... 

They seem to be an attempt to 
give the film a false air of 
intellectualism. All they do. 
though, is negate everything 
Craven was on the verge of 
achieving. You can get away with 
a certain number of twists when 
dealing with dreams versus 
reality, but there has to be a limit. 

Oh, well. I guess artistic 
integrity, self-esteem and 
common sense aren't important to 
everybody. Right. Wes?
